the mountain region which screens 
northern Hungary from Russia.

They 
made their charges up a hill in the 
face of artillery 
fire.

gained possession of the heights, but 
according to the

they were finally driven out with bay- 
onettes.

was almost annihilated.

London, Feb. 10.—The eastern bat- 


tle front completely overshadows the 
•western -fighting line today as the cen- 
ter oJ interest in the military opera- 
tions. The Teutonic allies evidently 
are making desperate efforts to ad- 
vance, especially in the region of Gali- 
ria to the south of Przemysl and Lem- 
burg, where attempts have been made 
to gain positions by sheer weight of 
numbers. 


The general offensive movement of 
the Austro-German forces along the 
Carpathian mountains has been suc- 
cessful at the eastern end of the range 
tvhere the Russians are retreating in- 
to Bukowlna. But London military ex- 
perts are 
of the 
opinion that the 
Austrians must force ahead a lone 
j-ay in this direction before they can 
hope to effect the general Russian po- 
siton. 


Dukla Pass Crucial Point. 
The vital point is Dukla pass where 
a :-hort advance by the Russians would 
compel the Austrians to look anxious^ 
ly to their communications.

GRAIN DISCUSSED 


Farmers Take Up Subject at Iowa 


Meeting—Hope to Increase 


Efficiency. 


[BV ASSOCIATED PHESS.J 


Mason City, la., Feb. 10.—Co-oper- 
ative selling of grains and methods by 
which farmers' elevator companies 
can be increased in efficiency, were 
discussed today before the Farmers' 
Grain Dealers association of Iowa, by 
W., H. Kerr, an investigator of mar- 
kets and business practice attached 
to the office of markets, and rural or- 
ganization, of the federal department 
o£ agriculture. 
"The co-operative selling of grain 
is In its infancy," he said. "The time 
will come when practically all of the 
grain raised by' the producer will be 
marketed 
by organizations owned, 
controlled and operated by the pro- 
ducers. The most important question 
that confronts us today is that of 
bringing the efficiency of these or- 
ganiaztions to the highest possible 
point. 
"No business can be successful and 
secure the greatest benefits for those 
interested therein, unless it conforms 
to sound business principles. 
"From an investigation of farmers' 
co-operative elevators, it was found 
that one of the greatest needs was 
that of a uniform system of account- 
ing," continued Mr. Kerr. He then re- 
lated 
the experiment by which the 
federal officials had tried to devise 
such a system, and said that in "a 
short time" a bulletin explaining the 
system will be Issued.

Madison, Feb. 10.—The 
question 
whether the state of Wisconsin shall 
be "wet" or "dry" may be submitted 
to a vote of the people for a referen- 
dum at the spring election on the first 
Tuesday in April, 1916, if the bill ore- 
sented to the assembly today by As- 
sembyman McGowan is enacted into 
law. Under the terms -of the McGow- 
an bill two questions wil be submitted 
to the eectors: 
First—Shall the sale of whiskey and 
other spiritous distilled and 
ardent 
liquors containing more than 6 per 
cent of alcohol 
by volume be per- 
mitted after July 1, 1916, except in 
licensed drug stores? 
Second—Shall the sale of beer and 
other fermented malt liquors contain- 
ing 6 per cent or less of alcohol by 
volume be permitted 
after July 1 
1016, except in licensed drug stores? 
Assemblyman Donnelly, Milwaukee 
presented a bill in the assembly to- 
day providing for the nomination of 
non-partisan candidates 
for 
county 
offices in Milwaukee. Under the pro- 
vision of thee bill offered; nomination 
papers shall be signed by at least 1 
per cent and not more than 3 per 
cent of the total votes cast at the 
previous -election for that county of- 
fice. 


Assemblyman 
Feldhausen 
intro- 
duced several, measures relating to 
the size of meshes in nets use-l in 
fishing on Lake Michigan and con- 
tiguous waters in Wisconsin. 
Assemblyman Lathrop presented a 
bill to extend the scope of town mu- 
tual fire insurance companies to In- 
sure property in cities. 
Assemblyman Herring, Milwaukee, 
a bill for the pensioning of circuit 
and supreme court judges who are 
seventy years of age and who have 
served as judges for twenty years.

Racine, Feb. 10.—Thomas 
Susie, 
aged 45, was instantly'killed last night 
by a southbound Northwestern train 
while attempting to cross the tracks 
near the depot. Susie had just left a 
saloon, where he had purchased a 
pitcher of beer, and he stepped into 
the path of the train, apparently not 
hearing the signal of the engineer. 
His body was hurled more than a 
hundred feet from the right of way. 


REPORT THAT BOER LEADER 


IS EXECUTED BY GERMANS 


Pretoria, Union of South Africa, via 
London, Feb. 10.—Certain newspapers 
of Pretoria have published a report 
that Lieutenant Colonel S. G. Marttz, 
the Boer officer who has been at the 
head of the rebellion 
movement in 
South Africa, has been executed by 
the Germans for treachery. 


Meritz's movement was supported 
by the Germans of German Southwest 
Africa. 
There is as yet no official 
confirmation of this report. 
According to the . story published 
here Lieutenant Colonel Martiz, when 
recently negotiating with the Union 
of South Africa .officials for the sur- 
render of his forces, asked that his 
life be spared. ,He -was informed 
however, that no conditions could be 
granted, and that 
the 
government 
would • be as free to execute him as 
they would, be free to put to death 
the rebel Wessels. 


Maritz left the camp on the under- 
standing that - besides surrendering 
himself he would try to bring'in the 
German artillery. 
Then .followed a 
German attack on Kakamas, and it 
is suggested in. . the . newspaper ac- 
counts that Marttz lead the Germans 
to Kakamas with the. .intention of 
handing, tljem oy.er.to. the government 
forces.' When this treachery was dis- 
covered, the Germans are reported'to 
have promptly attacked Kakamas, but 
to have been driven off with heavy 
losses. 
Maritz then was 
arrested, 
and it is said that he probably was 
executed without further ceremony.

about.Thursday, which provides for a 
refund of So a day for any member to 
be absent from the sessions without 
a leave of absence. This leave of ab- 
sence can only be .granted by the un- 
animous consent of the house, or in 
case of a roll call by a majority of all 
members elected. 
Members who are 
absent from committee hearings will 
be penalized with a refund fine to the 
state treasury of $2 a day. If a mem- 
ber is absent from his committee for 
three successive days his seat on the 
committee is vacated and he can only 
be re-instated by a two-thirds vote of 
the house. Otherwise the speaker of 
the house must make a new appoint- 
ment to fill the vacancy. Mr. Ofstie 
believes that some of the members 
do not attend to the business of legis- 
lation as they should and when next 
the legislature is in session over the 
week-end will demand a roll call that 
the public may know who are 
the 
dodgers. 


In the opinion of Mr. Ofstie the

Washington, Feb. 10.—Deadlock oa 


President Wilson's ship bill in. a con-

struggle. At ten o'clock this morning 
the senate had been in. continuous 
session 48 hours—two days and two 
nighta. 
Senator Townsend, republi- 


can, 
hod relieved Senator Sherman, 


who had been talking since 1:00 a, m., 
opening the day's assault on the uhii>- 
ping bill from, the republican, aide. 
While Mr. Townsend spoke, fresh, 
forces on both sides of tlie chamber 
relieved the tired, heavy-eyed sena- 
tors who stood guard throughout tho 
night. 


Strain Tell« on Members. 


Many senators had begun to break 
under the physical strain of the night. 
Senator Penrose was compelled to go 
to his hotel under the care of a phy- 
sician. Others were forced by physi- 
cal exhaustion to retire to their 
homes, but plans of senate leaders 
were made to rush them back on 
short notice should their votes be? 
needed. 


Twice during the night republicans 
and allied democrats or the opposition, 
vainly sought to adjourn the senate, 
but administration lines held firmly. 
Majority Leader Kern asserted early 
in the day that there would be no let- 
up until the pending question at least 
could be put to a vote. The pending 
question still remains on a motion of 
Senator Fletcher to commit the bill 
with instructions for its 
immediate 
amendment and return to the senate. 
When Senator Townsend concluded 
Senator Gallinger moved to lay aside 
the ship bill and take up the water- 
power bill. 
That proposal, however, 
was tabled, 49 to 39. Senators Bank- 
head, Hardwick and Vardaman of the 
democratic 
insurgents Joined 
the 
democratic side of the vote. Senator 
La Toilette, republican, voted 
with 
the republicans to take up the water- 
power bill. 


The loss of Senator Norris* rote 
showed a threatened break in the ad- 
ministration line. The Nebraska sen- 
ator disclosed that he was undecided 
where to aid the efforts to force the 
measure through. 


President's Attitude. 


The president's suggestion to the 
house leaders was that the senate 
shipping bill might be attached as aa 
amendment to the Weeks bill already 
passed by the senate providing for 
the-use of naval vessels in carrying 
mail and freight. The Weeks bill Is 
now before the house naval affairs 
committee. The president, it is un- 
derstood, had not finally determined, 
to press this idea, but it is. said to 
have the support of a number o£ re- 
publicans in the senate. 
Mr. Kitchin went to the white house 
primarily to take up with the presi- 
dent the view of members of the ways 
and 
means committee that there 
should be no extra session of con- 
gress. He stated that position frank- 
ly to the president, but went away 
with the impression that the presi- 
dent will insist on the shipping bill, 
even if it necessitates an extra ses- 
sion. 


Another Suggestion. 


An alternative suggestion taken up 
by the president with house leaders 
was 
that Senator Gore's substitute 
shipping bill be taken up immediately 
in the house. It was the president's 
idea that passage of a shipping bill 
through the house would give it pres- 
tige in the senate. Some of those who 
conferred with the president thought 
that course would be finally decided 
upon. 


Meanwhile, as the debate proceeded 
in the senate, Senator Townsend 
aroused the democrats with the asser- 
tion -that Kuhn, Loeb and company, 
New York bankers, were Interested in, 
the passage of the bill. 


Longest Senate Session. 


All records for continuous session 
in the senate in the present genera- 
tion at least were broken today by 
the prolongation of Monday's session 
devoted to the
